FORT WORTH, May 23. 


—(fP)—C. M. Hamm, 39, and 
Mrs. Hamm, 40, were found 
dying of pistol wounds in 
the head at midnight in 
their apartment, by Mrs. 
Hamm's son, Oscar Wil- 
liams. Hamm died in a hos- 
pital at 1 a. m., and Mrs. Hamm 
died there at 1:15 a. m. 


Both 
were 
unconscious when 


Williams, who had left the house 
at noon, returned 
at • midnight 
and entered the apartment. Mrs. 
Hamm was on the floor and Hamm 
was lying across the bed, Wil- 
liams said. 


At 11:10 o'clock a telephone call 
for Dr. I. P. Barrett was received 
at the doctors' exchange, where 
J. A. McMillen was on duty. A 
woman's voice, speaking rapidly, 
asked that Dr. Barrett be found 
and sent to the Hamm residence, 
immediately. McMillen located thej 
doctor at 11:20 p. m., and he hur- 
ried 
there. 


In the meantime, McMillen call- 
ed the telephone number given 
him. The phone, in an apartment 
adjoining that the Hamms, was 
answered by Sterling E. Mays, 27, 
who called at the Hamm's door 
but got no answer.' 


While Mays was dressing, Wil- 


liams arrived and opened the door 
of the Hamm apartment. 


Mays said Hamm's voice was 


high and might have sounded like 
a woman over a telephone. 


A pistol bullet entered the heads 


of 'both Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamm 


through the top of the nose. They 
did not regain consciousness be- 
fore death. 


The couple had been married 13 
years, Williams said, and had rent- 
ed 
the 
apartment 
from Mays 
Tuesday. 
Justice of Peace Walter Prich- 
ard returned a verdict that Hamm 
shot his wife and then turned the 
pistol on himself. Prlchard aaid 
his inquest disclosed nothing to 
indicate the reason for the shoot- 
ings.

Upthegrove Sees 
Receivership For 
The Cotton Belt 


NEW YORK, May 23.—(#>)—De- 


claring that receivership for the 
St. Louis Southwestern Railway 
(Cotton Belt system) will follow 
a failure of the company's re- 
funding plan, Daniel Upthegrove, 
president of the road, in a tele- 
gram to the holders of the con- 
solidated 4 per cent bonds, who 
have not yet assented to the plan, 
urged them to deposit their bonds 
promptly to save the company's 
plan. 


"Responsibility for failure of the 
refunding plan, which appears im- 
minent," said Mr. Upthegrove in 
his telegram, "must be accepted 
by holders of St. Louis South- 
western 
consolidated bonds who 


refuse to deposit them. Unless you 
and they respond to this last 
warning and deposit bonds by May 
25 the plan will fall and receiver- 
ship follow." 


It was the second warning of 


receivership sounded by the head 
of the Cotton Belt system in a 
message to bondholders urging un- 
animous support for the refund- 
ing plan. 
Only about a week ago the Cot- 
ton Belt board authorized an ex- 
tension of time for depositing the 
consolidated 4s to May 25, and 
at that time Upthegrove put it 
bluntly to the bondholders that 
receivership was inevitable if 90 
per cent of the bonds were not 
deposited by that time. 
This was a modification of the 
original terms which called for 
deposit of 100 per cent of the 
bonds. Deposits to date aggregate 
about 80 per cent.

SUPREME COURT OF 
UNITED STATES HAS 
HELD STATUTE VALID 


STATE HAS RIGHT TO LIMIT 
SIZE AND WEIGHT OF LOAD 


OF MOTOR VEHICLES 


WASHINGTON, May 23. 


(fp)—The Texas law regulat- 
ing the size and weight of 
loads of commercial motor 
vehicles which may use its 
highways was today sustain- 
ed by the supreme court. 


In May, 1931, the Texas 


legislature enacted a law prescrib- 
ing the size of commercial motor 
vehicles which might operate over 
Us highways ana limited the load 
transported on trucks 
to 7,000 


pounds. 


Ed Sproles and others operating, 
motor vehicles over the state high- 
ways, some as common 
carriers 
and others 
as private 
carriers, 


challenged the validity of the reg- 
ulations and contended their vehi- 
cles could not be lawufully operat- 
ed under the law. 
A district court sustained 
the 


law, but granted a temporary or- 
der preventing the enforcement of 
the load limit until the supreme 
court would, review the case. 
In an opinion read by Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes the court held that in 
exercising its authority over its 
highways the • state Is not limited 
to the raising of revenue for main- 
tenance and reconstruction, or to 
regulations as to the manner in 
which vehicles shall be operated^ 
but may- also prevent the wear 
and hazards due to excessive size 
of vehicles and weight of load.

occasion arose tomorrow." 


Curtis has confessed the whole 
t:.;ng was a hoax, and that none 
of 
the 
mysterious persons 
and 


plac .s described by the Norfolk 
negotiators existed except in the 
imagination.

preached in Cinada, said Curtis 
brDught him into the case ,y re- 
lating how a man who "had been 
befriended by him in a bootlegging 
case" wanted an Intermediary to 
get In touch with Colonel Lind- 
bergh.

AftT His preliminary remarks, 
the Rev. Mr. Hall congratulated 
the graduates on their work, the 
faculty, board of education, and 
the parents of the students. 
He 


quoted the 27th verse of the llth 
chapter of Hebrews, and called 
special attention to the fact that 
Moses saw 
the 
invisible, 
and 


chose to follow God and his own 
people, rather 
than 
to live in 
luxury. 
In this connection the 
speaker declared: "To follow the 
example of this man; your life will 
be greater, more beautiful, and 
you will accomplish more." 
New Epoch Dawning. 


"A new epoch is dawning aftei 


your high school life, and how 
you -will have choices to make, and 
will have to stand by the conse- 
quences of these choices," he •con- 
tinued. 
At this point the Rev. 
Mr. 
Hall 
briefly 
outlined 
the 


life of Moses and stressed the 
fact that Moses saw something 
others didn't see, which enabled 
him to live in victory. "God w^s 
th* invisible something that he 
saw and followed," he went ion. 
"He refused to live in the lux- 
ury of the kingdom, but identi- 
fied himself with his own peo- 
£1«, whom he served, and with 
is God." 
Rev. Mr. Hall also called special 


attention of the graduate to the 
«o«ged determination, and "endur- 
ance exhibited by Moses, which 
enabled him to win out in the 
end. 
At this point he urged the 
graduates to forge ahead toward 
a worthy objective with determin- 
ation and endurance, and said: 
"In any case you will be those for 
•whom others stand aside." 
The 
speaker explained that it wa* Mo- 
ses seeing God that made him 
succeed in this respect. 
He then warned the graduates 
it Is not always the finest, noblest 
and greatest things in life that 
call the loudest, and are the most 
plainly seen, but often they are 
not visible. 
Had Two-Fold Faith. 


The Rev. Mr. Hall called spe- 


cial attention to Moses' two-fold 
faith, that of insight and foresight 
that enabled him to properly eval- 
uate the elements, and weigh their 
consequences 
in 
advance 
that 


made 
him what he Was. 
For 


material example, he declared that 
nature's wonders are nearly al- 
ways invisible, as the 
dormant 


life in seeds. 
In this connection 
he pointed out that there were 
-AJ many latent posibilities in the 
'Mhrld In Adam's day as there 
' Tj,1 today, but it just needed tal- 
ent of this century, and the in- 
genuity of man to bring them 
out. 


"In every realm of life temp- 
tations flourish, and only the un- 
•een God can overcome them," 
he went on. The Rev. Mr. Hall ad- 
monished the graduates 
to em- 
brace the life of God, as, when 
temptations assail you in life, that 
1* 'the only force that will en- 
able you to overcome them." 
Right and Wrong. 


At this point the speaker dis- 
cussed the three-fold aspect of 
life, in relating to society, solitude, 
and business, and averred: "Ev- 
•verywhere you go, in any phase 
of life, you will be faced with 
the problem of choosing between 
right and wrong." Concluding the 
Rev. Mr. Hall asserted: "In this 
day of turmoil; only people with 
a proper conception of. God in 
their souls will be able to bring 
It back to its feet."

12. "And I saw the dead, small 
and great, stand before God; and 
the books were opened; and an- 
other book was opened, which is 
the book of life; and the dead 
were judged out of those things 
which were written in the books, 
according to their works. 


Life Is a Blank-Book. 
In 
his opening remarks, Dr. 


Bergin said that life was a blank 
book in which you may write what 
you will. When the life Is lived, it 
is not the end of the book, he said, 
it lives on for your life has af- 
fected those whom you have In- 
fluenced, be that for good or bad. 


"The sun shines Involuntarily 
and by so doing gives 
life 
on 


earth, the flowers bloom involun-

REV. P. MARTIN BAKER DE- 
LIVERED BACCALAUREATE 


SERMON SUNDAY 


"Life's Balance Sheet" was the 
subject of the Rev. P. Martin Ba- 
ker of the Third Avenue Presby- 
terian 
church, at the baccalau- 
reate exercises for th% graduating 
class of the I. O. O. F. Home Sun- 
day morning at 9 o'clock at the 
Home auditorium.

the direction of Miss Emily Rob- 
erts and a violin solo by Matthew 
Blair, Corsicana artist, accompan- 
ied »t the piano by W. O. Barlow, 
band director of the Home, were 
added features of the program.

things," Mr. Baker continued. He 
valued health at $100,000, courage 
at $50,000, and faith in the future 
at $50,000. 
He portrayed 
how 
stocks, money, etc., could shrink 
in value or be entirely lost, bi)t 
that the spiritual assets could not 
be taken away from a person. He 
showed how a person could set 
away from his trouoies ana caves 
in the realm of books from which 
he .could get inspiration to carry 
on in the face of reverses, etc. 


The Rev. Mr. Baker stated the 


thought life of the world is avail- 
able to the high school graduates, 
f.nd pleaded with the young me.n 
and women to heed the assets of- 
transmitted 
wisdom and 
exper- 
ience of the world. He told them 
that they should be better than 
the previous generation as they 
had the advantage of another sren- 
eration's experience, and denied 
from experience. He urged 
the 
that It was necessary to learn 
young people golnit out into tho 
world to listen to the advice and 
experience of the older people— 
stating this was a real asset. Rev. 
Mr. Baker said the wisdom of the 
Bible, history and older people 
should be heeded. 


Unearned1 Dividends, 
The speaker declared that God 
har given everyone large dlvi- ' 


dends in life that are unearned

further Indebtedness, he was not 
in favor of the state or any other 
governmental 
ap^ncy 
assuming 


further obligations. 
"It is our duty during these 


times to help relieve the tax bur- 
den, rather than add to it," Gov- 
ernor Sterling said. "The taxpay- 
ers are called on to pay more tax- 
es than they can afford. 
Until 
times improve we must do every- 
thing to make this burden lighter." 


He said he would advocate al- 
loting a part of the proceeds of 
the four cent tax on gasoline to a 
fund to pay interest and retire the 
principal of bonds issued by coun- 
ties to build highways which now 
are a part of the state system. 
"I is my undersanding, however, 
hat it will be necessary to amend 
the state constitution to make this 
possible," he said. 
"I have been 


told by attorneys that money col- 
lected by the state cannot be di- 
verted, under the present constitu- 
tion, to pay debts of another gov- 
ernmental agency." 


He said he had been moved to 


veto the Bi'ooks bill passed by the 
last legislature directing, payment 
of one cent of the gasoline tax to 
retirement of interest and princi- 
pal of county bond issues becausej 
of that unconstitutional feature! 
and also because the relief propos- 
ed in that bill would not have 
been available .immediately since 
it directed the money allotted to 
the counties be placed in a "sus- 
pense fund" until properly distrib- 
uted. 
He said the money in 
effect 


would have been "hoarded" over 
too long a period. 
Present Tax Flan. 
Under the existing arrangement! 


one cent of the four cent tax goes; 
to schools and three centi to high- 
ways. 


The governor's statewide bond 
issue Idea proposed a constitution- 
al amendment to permit Issuance 
of state obligations that would be 
secured by the four cent gasoline 
tax. 
Proceeds of the tax would 
have beein applied to the state 
bond issue principal and interest. 
Proceeds of the bonds were to be 
used to retire county bonds issued 
for construction of highways now 
a part of the state system. 


~The bond issue idea was one of 
the governor's main planks in his 
compaign two years ago. The leg- 
islature,'however, never submitted 
the proposd constitutional amend- 
ment, although the matter was 
brought to a vote several times. 
The house refused each time by a 
margin of a few votes to submit 
the proposed amendment to a vote 
of the people.

control wild growth of cancer. 
Only its cancer effects are dis- 
cussed in today's announcement, 
which is made by Or.

Murphy and Dr. Ernest Sturm.

growth inhibitor existing in chick- 


en cancer. It retarded similar can- 
cers In chickens. Then one time 
rather unexpectedly It was found 
also to inhibit mouse cancer.

Search for them was started in 
normal mice embryos. None -was 
found In the embryo generally.
